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AMERICAN SOCIETY OF CIVIL ENGINEERS.—At 
the meeting on Dec. 16, with the President, Mr. T. C. 
Clarke, in the chair, two papers were presented in ab- 
atract: “‘The Influence of Rails on Street Pavements,”’ by 
Mr. E, P. North, and “‘Car Tracks and Pavements,” by 
Mr. James Owen. The discussion turned mainly on vari- 
ous actual methods of construction, though there were 
also some remarks on the relations between the street rail- 
way companies and the municipal authorities in regard 
to the paving of the streets. It was shown that at Wash- 
ington, D. C., the street railways are held to strict ac- 
count for the maintenance of the paving. The broad 
head and narrow head; the wide groove and shallow groove 
were variously advocated, and the T-rail also received 
favorable notice as a street railway rail. A T-rail with 
central groove, as used at Vienna and elsewhere, was 
shown. In regard to the question of whether the outer 
or guard side of thé rail head should be lower than the 
running side, it was shown that the best results are ob- 
tained where the two sides of the head are level. One 
member said that in England ‘‘the authorities’’ are now 
requiring the guard side to be lower, but this was a 
rather vague statement, since there are no general 
“authorities,”’ and while this practice may be adopted in 
a few cases, it is certainly not the general rule in English 
practice. The advantages of an even surface of pavement 
in reducing the cost of street cleaning were pointed out, 
and Col. Waring, Commissioner of Street Cleaning of New 
York city, exhibited a number of full size cross sections 
showing the ruts and grooves along the rails of horse car 
and cable lines. 


NEW YORK RAILROAD CLUB.—At the meeting on 
Dec. 18, with the President, Mr. A. E. Mitchell, in the 
chair, a paper on “The Relation of Track to Traffic on 
American and Foreign Railways’’ was read in abstract 
by Mr. E. E. Russell Tratman. The stand taken by the 
author was that track construction has by no means kept 
pace with the improvement in equipment and the increase 
in wheel loads and train loads. He also considered that 
the relation of track condition to the economy in train 
service and general operation is not generally recognized. 
These views were agreed with very generally by mem- 
bers taking part in the discussion. Mr. P. H. Dudley ex- 
hibited a number of the diagrams of track taken by his dy- 
nagraph car, and briefly described the improvement in train 
service effected on the New York Central R. R. by the use 
of heavy, stiff rails, with broad heads. Mr. Geo. H. Strong 
referred to the injury done to the track by running over 
it engines with bad counterbalancing in the driving 
wheels. Mr. Walter G. Berg (Lehigh Valley Ry.) alluded 
to the desirability of using better rail fastenings than 
ordinary spikes, but did not think treated ties were ad- 
visable in all cases, especially under heavy traffic, as they 
cut out unless protected by metal tie plates; he believed 
that railway managers were too apt to work for the pres- 
ent without due regard to the future. Mr. Caffery (Le- 
high Valley R. R.) said that while a good track con- 
struction is gradually being attained, there is not enough 
consultation between the traffic and roadway departments. 
Locomotives are sent out to work on divisions where their 
weight is out of proportion to the character of the track 
or their length of rigid wheel base is too great for the 
easy passage of the sharp curves. Mr. Tratman, in his 
closing remarks, pointed out that the advantages of 
treated ties are not only in increasing the life of the wood, 
but also in reducing the disturbance of the track by tie 
renewals, as it is impossible to renew a tie and restore 
the track at once to its former condition at that point. 
The result is that the track has a more or less irregular 
bearing. He considered that tie-plates and treated ties 
should be used in combination. 

At the meeting on Jan. 7, Mr. Geo. B. Leighton, Presi- 
dent of the Los Angeles Terminal Ry., will present a paper 
on “The Education of Railway Officers.”’

THE POTTSVILLE IRON & STEEL CO., Pottsville, 
Pa., has shipped to New York, for shipment to Havana, a 
sample of a rtable steel structure, a number of which 
it is pro to use by the Spanish troops in the Cuban 
campaign for hospital purposes. The steel company re- 
ceived the order for the sample from the Spanish Am- 
bassador. The building is constructed entirely of light 
steel beams, channels and angles, with corrugated iron 
covering on roof and sides. It is bolted together, and 
may be taken apart easily and transferred from one scene 
of operations to another. The building is of plain de- 
sign. It is 36 x 20 ft., 15 ft. high under the eaves. The 
doors and windows are made of wood. There are four 
large windows on either side of the building. About 40 
patients can be cared for in each structure. 


THE UNITED STATES CAR CO., of London, England, 
which owns car building works at Urbana, O.; Hege- 
wisch, Ill.; New Decatur, Ala., and Anniston, Ala., is to 
be reorganized, and the circulars announcing this state 
that while the company has been able to retain its posi- 
tion, its operations have been restricted by want of suffi- 
cient capital to carry out the work offered to it. The 
several plants have recently been examined and reported 
on by Mr. Robert W. Hunt, M.Am. Soc. C. E., of Chicago. 
At Urbana, the buildings are not in good condition, but 
an expenditure of $1,000 will put the plant in sufficiently 
good order. At New Decatur, the buildings are in poor 
condition, the timber foundations of the machine tools 
have decayed, the tools show the effect of neglect and 
abuse, and the plant has deteriorated, as an idle plant al- 
ways does. Mr. Hunt says that this town is now a 
past proposition as a manufacturing place, all the in- 
dustries except the Louisville & Nashville R. R. shops 
being idle. The report states that it is not desirable to 
continue this plant, but that it should be abandoned, and 
such of the machinery, as is not obsolete should be utilized 
to strengthen the plants at Hegewisch and Anniston. At 
Anniston the buHdings and tools are in fair condition, and 
the plant has a capacity of 15 box cars, 20 coal cars or 
25 flat cars per day, which can be increased to 20, 25 or 
30 cars by the expenditure of $72,400, of which $30,500 is 
for the rolling mill and $18,800 for machinery in the car 
department. At Hegewisch the buildings are in fair con- 
dition, but considerable new machinery would be re- 
quired. The plant has a capacity of 20 box cars, 25 coal 
cars or 30 flat cars per day, which can be increased to 
30, 35 or 40 cars. The expenditure required to improve 
and extend this plant will be $51,165, of which $19,175 
is for new tools in the blacksmith and machine shop, and 
$10,590 for new tools in the mill. The total expenditures 
on the company’s property would be $127.06. Mr. D. 
Comfort, 31 Lombard St., London, England, is president 
of the company.
